The fight is to take place in Paris. 
The articles were signed in the Pa­ 
vilion Dauphine in the Bois de Bou­ 
logne. 
Johnson arrived in a racing 
motor car, and a long discussion of 
the terms ensued. 
Johnson raised 
numerous objections, one of which 
was his demand to be paid interest 
on the amount of the check, which is 
not payable until the day of the fight. 
Johnson agreed not to fight any- 
lKxly else before meeting Moran.
